PRESENT TEACHING OF LANGUAGES: CONDEMNED. 


An interesting correspondencé ‘has. been 
carried on in tie The Times on “ Classics. 
and. the Average Boy,” a contributor. having 
alleged that “ four boys out of every five ata 
pyblic school are spoilt.” “The headmaster 
oF Dulwich College and Dr. W. H. D. Rouse, 
of the Perse School,’ Cambridge, wrote letters. 


The former, observes that ‘‘ in education, as | : 


in everything, there are many failures, and it 
is always difficult’ to find the causes ‘of 
them,’ and, moreover, “each person who is 
very confident, particularly if-he is an expert, | 
is likely to go wrong in treating of them.” 
Mr. Gilkes suggests two reasons for ‘the 
failures,“ In: the first place, public school 
boys among themselves: are apt to apologise 
each to the other for working: and ‘for. taking 
$ and jn the. second 
place they are apt to be very narrow in their. 
ideas. about their relation. to humanity. and 
its productions, It ig-evident that few, things 
damage progress. more than. not. attempting 
to male it, and few people who have talked 
to a. person who confines his sympathies. to 
those of his own grade will-deny: that this 
confinement makes_a person very dull.”
